The result ol tho lato doc ions in 
Britmh Co'umbia has inspired us with 
bopo !<i)d confidenco as to tbo future 
of those Colonies undor Union, 'i he 
men soloctod to roprosont tho throe 
principal districts are oil well disposed 
towrrds Victoria, and avowodly op- 
posed to the position and tono aBBum- 
ed by Governor Seymour in his des- 
patches regarding this Colony, Kooto- 
iiay and Bio; Bond will uOttbtk-BS send 
down a good representative. Now 
Wostminstor — th Black Sheep Dis- 
trict — will, of courso, return a member 
wholly committed to its interests — 
somo man who imu^inos that tho orb 
of day rises and sols within tho cor* 
poratelimilsof that elegant town, who 
never saw an inch of snow fall there, 
and who declares that tho story of the 
wicked Chamber of Commerce, thai 
the Fraeer sometimes lroezos near itt. 
mouth, is derived from Indian tradi 
Hon, and not irom tho aotual observa- 
tion ot any living white or red man. 
A member possessing theso peculiar 
ideas would bo just tbo man lor Now \ 
Westminster— although ho might not 
suit auy other community outside ol 
the limits ol Bodlam ; but his influence 
will pass for nil. Wo wero always 
confident that tho peoplo of tho in- 
terior of tbo sistor Colony woro dis- 
posed to meto us out a full measure of 
justice undor the new oidor of things; 
hut wo feared that 2*fow Westminster 
influenco might bo sufficiently po.verful 
to control the elections of tho country 
as in timos gono by. Our fears, we 
aro glad to know, woro groundless, 
and it now only romains for Van- 
couvor inland, when her turn comes to 
select representatives, to send men ol 
charactor, ability, oxperienco and 
honesty to New Wostminstor. We 
want men who will carry weight with 
them — who, when they vote, will do 
so understanding!}' — who will be 
above party politics, trickery and chi- 
canery, and who will strive by a wise 
course of conciliation to so shape the 
policy of tho United Colonies thutit will 
rodound to tho best intero-ts of all 
sections — behoving, as wo sincerely 
do, that such a courso and such a 
policy is tho ono by which Vic- 
toria will most prosper. Now, of all 
times in our history, wo want good 
mon in tho Council. It is urged that 
tho popular membors in that oody 
can do nothing against tho woighty 
official influence tbat will bo brou. hi 
to bear against them; that all their 
efforts at reform and progress will he 
futile when opposed to tbo Governor 
and his party, who will naturally stand 
between tho peoplo and their rights. 
With this style of argument wo can- 
not agree. Wo boliovo that much of 
our success or non^success as a Colon}' 
will depend upon the stylo of men We 
send to Now Westminster. Official 
influonco in representative bodies ib 
at all timos dangerous, because it is 
generally sufficiently powerful to make 
itself felt wbon a test volo is required. 
But we contend that, even with tho 
Council as at present composed, much 
good may be offected by selecting 
proper representatives. Covernoi 
Seymour ami his olIie : .ils know that 
with tho country they must rise < r 
full — that should tho Colonios sink 
into a slate ot irretrievable decay 
under their rule, they must share in 
tho general ruin. With this knowl- 
edge before their eyes, is it to be sup- 
posed for a moment that every good 
measure that may originate with tin;

Gov- 
ornor Seymour stands precisely in thi.-, 
position, lie will not OonUuuo an 
expensive stall' of officials because 
an attempt to collect the taxes to pay 
them would impoverish the country 
and further deplete the population; 
and ho will not attempt to outrage the 
feelings of tho people by the passage 
of obnoxious moasures, because he 
knows that to do so would result in 
disaster and ruin. Governor Seymour 
dare not, if ho would, inaugurate a 
syste.n of hostile legislation, and 
we nslc the people ot Vancouver 
island whether they aro prepared to

The Coal Mines, of Vancouver Island 
ami British Columbia. 

Editors Colonist and Chronicle :— It 
seems to me very strange iu tho present low 
stale of affairs, and the continoal cry of 
misery wo hear at every street corner, tbat 
hi re is not a man of energy who will come 
forward and point out somo remedy, instead 
nl joining in the general lamentation, and 
waiting for some miracle from Providence lo 
nelp us. We must Grst help ourselves, ami 
Providence will assist us after we have 
4iown that wa are capable of doing somu- 
thing better than grumbling at each oilier 
continually and neglecting the Very help that 
Providence has bestowed upon us in the 
-hape of the different resources we possess iu 
ibis country, requiring only to be dug out 
to make us all and thousands of other* 
nappy and eomloriablo. 

1 more especially refer to our coal re- 
sources. Ol all the wealth in a country, the 
nnal formation is by far the best. It will 
uive fortunes to the owners and permanent 
employment to a larger population (without 
population the best country in the world can- 
not be prosperous.) The demand lor ooal will 
increase continually by the growing develop 
meut ol industry and steam navigation in all 
parts ol the world. 

In England tho annual extraction of coal 
is about seventy- millions of tons ; in the 
small country of Belgium the annual ex 
traction is about nine millions of tons, and it 
is the principal resource and wealth o! the 
couDtry. vVbat prevents tbo coal mines ol 
this place from being also a principal re- 
source for the people here? Merely the de- 
velopment of'thi'in. V\ hat is required lo do 

ilns 1 Firstl) — tho unanimity; secondly 

the energy ; thirdly— the honesty ; fourthly— 
' tie perseverance of the people. The unani- 
mity will give the rnooey ; the energy will 
dig tho coal out ; the honesty will" dig it 
cheaper ; and the perseverance will not feel 
discouraged at any difficulty. With such 
qualities, success must be certain. 

By the discovery ol some very important 
scams of first quality'of anthracite coal on 
Queen Charlotte Island, we have a groat ad- 
vantage over the discoveries of bituminous

Nothing 
could exceed the kindness and courtesy ol 
the officers to tho numerous visitors who 
went on board, in explaining to them all 
about the Armstrong guus, and the various 
parts of tbo ship, a kindness and 
courtesy which never failed, though it 
must have been often soverely tested.

IViinoN — The following petition to Hie 
Earl of Carnarvon is being extensively circus 
laled in the upper country. It is bolievctl to 
havo originated iu Yale : 

1. That the capital of tho united Colonics 
should be permanently fixed, by no Act of 
Parliament, at Lytton City, tho site of which 
oily was wisely selected by a Commissioner 
sent out by Her Majaslv'a Government, under 
tho direction of Sir E. 13. Lytton, then Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies, whose name 
it now bears. 

2. That the fact of the capital being fixed 
at New Westminster, although only for the 
time being, has seriously affected the wcllare 
and LuvaiiCtmont of tbo central and most 
valuable portion of this Colony, which other- 
wise would not havo been the ease had the 
capital been fixed at Lytton, as first deter- 
mined. 

3 Thai in fixing the basis of represen- 
tation, due regard should ho had to both 
Colonies, each Colony lo be represented ac- 
cording to population, regardless of what the 
resources ot either Colony may be. 

4. That the fi-cal system for the united 
Colonies be Bxid, which is essential to tho 
welfare and prosperity of both.

WILLIAM CREEK. 

Our mining intelligence for tho past week 
is devoid of interest on account of the preva- 
lence ol tho heavy freshet. It happened for- 
tunately that a siill frost set iu on Thursday 
night, which kept a cheek on tho rising Hood, 
otherwise it would have now been our painful 
duly to record the destine! iou of ihe Bed 
Rock Drain, for it is doubtful whether the 
united efforts of all the minors on the creek, 
hail they been disposed to lend their aid, 
could have averted such a catastrophe. The 
danger lor tho season is well nigh over ; this 
f.ict, however, should not make those inter- 
ested in the safety ol tho drain less vigilant, 
but rather impress thorn with the necessity 
of providing against any future danger thai 
may arise, by building strong hulktioads in 
Iront ol their claims. We are glad lo know 
that the Mining Board have appoioted a 
committee to conler with the Gold Commis- 
sioner on this matter, so that definite action 
will be adopted soon. 

Among the claims that, have boon fit work 
during the week are the following ; Cariboo 
eo'y washed up for week 07 ounces ; have 
abandoned (heir lower shalt on account ol 
water. Will sink a now one in the spring; 
they intend to work from the npper shall 
during the winter. Welsh anil Australian 
no's will bo drained in a lew days ; they 
have built now shaft houses and are getting 
everything in readiness tor a winter cam 
paign. Davis eo'y are Hlill tunnelling 
tbrongh bed-rook. Caledonia eo'y washed up 
for week 100 ounces. Prairie Flower eo'y 
are making an ounce a day to Ihe eand, the 
claim is looking belter than it ever did, good 
prospects aro being found in their tuuuel. 
GROUSE CREEK. 

The only claims we have heard from aro 
tho Heron eo'y who washed up fur the week 
177 ounces. The Rankin eo'y ar making

Tho machinery 
in l he shaft below the oayon was at work 
pumping out the water, and it wai expected 
that the claim would Boon bo prospected. 
Messrs Oppenheiinor's trains wero mot al 
Fort Sheppard going to Kootenay. The 
Bluokfoot Indians had been making a raid 
npon a band of cattle belonging lo Chinaman, 
near the camp. Out of 100 head ihey drove 
oil (iO hotid. 

George Hendricks and several old Oari- 
booites had arrived at Kootenay from Blaok- 
I foot, much disappointed with their trip. The 
Blaokfoot mines were being last depopulated, 
und it is now an established fact that the re- 
ports of the extent and richness of the minus 
in Montana woro greatly exaggerated. Thero 



were some good claims on the several gulches 
but the mining ground was monopolized by 
ihose who get in early, and who made mining

Prussia. 

[VIonDo correspondence of tho London Times,] 
Tho night before last some forty ol the 
principal liuanoicrs received an invitation 
Irotn Count Lurisch, thu Minister of Finance 
to moot him in tho hotel of tho Minister oi 
Police at ten o'clock on the lollowing morning 
At tho appointed hour all the persons iovit 
od made their appeuranco, though they well 
knew '.hat thoy wero aboul to bo called on to 
tnuko great sacrifices for the benefit of the 
State.

He iulorrned them that the Govern 
merit was at present in rued of 30,000,00(1 
florins in silver i»2O,O00,O00) wiiu wtnob to 
pay the expanses ol Prussia during tho war, 
and concluded by proposing lo them to guar- 
antee to tho bank tho repayment of thut sum. 
Alter a loug discussion, in which tho Minis- 
ter of Finance took no part, it was agreed 
that the banks should berequested to advance 
that sum, tho Vienna bankers uud merchants 
depositing bills ol exchange lor the whole 
amount.
